Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representatives argued that Porter teaches a first 
arm that is in direct contacting relationship with the second arm, via ears 34. However, the Examiner argued that the 
portion of Porter's element 12 that is being considered as the "arm" is clearly shown in the last Office action. As 
labeled, Porter teaches a distal end of the first arm that is in non-contacting relationship with the distal end of the 
second arm. Furthermore, the claims as recited do not prevent the device from having additional structures, such as 
the ears.
